The 
author,  at  the  time  he  was  induced  to  write 
down  these  events,  was  84  years  old.  His 
memory  was  dim  as  to  current  events,  but 
those  of  his  youth  were  vivid  and  clear.  He 
was  an  enthusiastic  admirer  of  Bonaparte. 
In  1869,  upon  the  100th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Napoleon,  he  was  called  to  Detroit 
by  his  enthusiastic  countrymen  to  assist  in 
celebrating  the  event.    The  closing  sentence 


of  his  speech  shows  how  Napoleon  bound 
to  himself  his  fellow  soldiers.  He  said  :  "  I 
never  took  any  oath  of  allegiance  but  that 
of  fidelity  to  Napoleon  and  his  dynasty;  that 
oath  I  have  kept— I  shall  keep  it.  I  never 
uttered  but  one  political  exclamation,  and 
it,  I  hope,  will  exhale  itself  with  my  dying 
breath."  While  the  facts  here  told  may  pre- 
sent nothnng  new  in  history  that  is  valuable, 
they  nevertheless  have  a  point  and  piquancy 
and  interest  which  will  thoroughly  interest 
the  reader. — Chicago  Inter-Ocean.

This  is  the  first  publication  of  the  Filson  Club,  an  association  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  (and  preserving  original  historical  matter  re- 
lating to  the  early  history  of  the  Central  West,  especially  of  Kentucky.  It 
is  a  handsomely  printed  quarto,  illustrated  with  a  reproduction  of  a  newly 
discovered  portrait,  a  fac  simile  of  a  letter  written  by  him,  and  a  photo- 
lithographic fac  simile  of  his  original  map  of  Kentucky,  which  was  issued 
with  his  "  History  of  Kentucke"  in  1784,  the  existence  of  which  has  been 
denied  by  many  and  doubted  by  more. 

Filson  was  one  of  the  first  three  proprietors  of  the  town  site  of  Losantiville 
(now  Cincinnati),  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians  when  he  came  to  survey 
the  location. 

Before  this  publication  all  that  was  known  about  Filson  might  have  been 
told  upon  one  of  its  pages,  but  here  we  have  an  elaborate  account  of  his  life 
and  writings,  with  alternate  paragraphs  of  history  and  romance,  poetry  and 
anecdote,  pathos  and  humor,  which  must  prove  entertaining  not  only  to 
the  historian,  but  to  the  general  reader.

The  theory  certainly  has  grown  in  impor- 
tance of  late  years.  It  is  no  longer  flouted 
as  impossible.  It  is  admitted  as  ingenious, 
as  possible,  and  even  as  highly  probable  by 
many  persons  who  have  gone  carefully  into 
the  question.  It  is  one  of  the  many  puzzles 
of  history  and  literature  which  are  full  of 
attraction  to  certain  minds.  It  is  very 
doubtful  whether  the  question  can  ever  be 
definitely  settled.  Those,  however,  who 
feel  inclined  to  make  some  little  investiga- 
tion for  themselves  into  the  matter,  will  find 
Mr.  Appleton  Morgan's  volume  exceedingly 
interesting.

Myth,"  Mr.  Appleton  Morgan,  who  is  known 
us  a  writer  on  the  "  Law  of  Literature,"  and 
the  "  Principles  of  Evidence."  has  collected 
a  large  amount  of  evidence  of  various  kinds 
to  prove  that  Shakespeare  did  not  write  the 


plays  attributed  to  him.  He  discusses  the 
theory  that  they  were  written  by  Bacon 
alone,  and  the  theory  that  they  were  written 
by  Bacon  and  other  literary  men  of  that  age. 
The  decision  to  which  he  comes,  and  to 
which  he  brings  facts,  satire,  criticism,  and 
strong  feeling,  is  that  Shakespeare  was  the 
editor,  and  not  the  author,  of  the  plays. 
The  authors  are  unknown,  but,  in  all  human 
probability.  Bacon  was  the  chief  of  the  group 
who  wrote  them.  Shakespeare,  the  rough, 
uneducated  wit,  added  the  coarser  and  more 
popular  characters  and  scenes,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  those  liberally  edited 
works  can  ever  bo  apportioned  among  the 
true  authors.  Mr.  Morgan  is  an  enthusiastic 
admirer  of  the  Shakespeare  plays;  it  is  be- 
cause they  are  to  h  im  the  greatest  work  in  all 
literature,  the  work  "that  will  be  close  to  the 
hearts  of  every  age  and  cycle  of  man,  till 
time  shall  be  no  more,"  that  he  can  not  be- 
lieve that  they  were  written  by  one  unlet- 
tered man,  of  whom  so  little  is  known.  He 
declares  that  if  William  Shakespeare  wrote 
the  plays,  it  was  a  miracle.  But  he  does 
not  believe  in  such  a  miracle,  and  he  finds 
that  the  miraculous  element,  and  Shakes- 
peare with  it,  disappears  in  the  light  of  ex- 
ternal evidence  and  historical  research.

This  Diary  embraces  the  most  eventful  period  of  the  'life  of  this  cele- 
brated missionary.  It  contains  an  account  of  the  removal  of  the  Indian 
Church  from  the  Muskingum  to  the  Sandusky;  of  the. journey  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries to  Detroit  and  their  return  to  Sandusky  in  1781 ;  of  the  removal 
of  the  Indian  Church  to  Clinton  River,  Michigan,  the  next  year,  and  their 
settlement  there  till  17S6,  when  they  returned  to  Ohio,  settling  on  the 
Cuyahoga  and  Huron  Rivers.  There  they  remained  till  1791,  when  they 
again  crossed  the  lake  to  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  River,  1791-2.  They 
then  established  themselves  on  the  River  Thames,  in  Canada,  about  twenty 
miles  from  Detroit.  In  1798  Zeisberger  returned  with  a  portion  of  the 
Indian  Church  to  their  old  settlement  in  Tuscarawas  county,  Ohio.  Much 
is  said  of  the  troubles  between  England  and  the  United  States  which  fol- 
lowed the  Revolutionary  War  and  of  the  machinations  of  the  English 
among  the  Indians.  An  account  is  given  of  the  massacre  at  Gnadenhut- 
ten  in  1782.  Incidentally,  remarks  are  made  upon  the  country,  the 
climate,  the  various  people,  white  and  Indian,  with  whom  Zeisberger  came 
in  contact.
